Monthly  issues  of  four  scientific  journals  were  studied,  with  pertinent  articles 
referred  to  interested  personnel. 

A training  library  was  maintained,  with  the  frequent  acquisition  of  technical

IV.  The  Scope  of  Training  Services 


Both  formal  classroom  sessions  and  training  films  are  made  available  to  all 
recognized  groups  capable  of  guaranteeing  satisfactory  participation.  The  majority 
of  courses  are  open  to  the  general  public,  and  enrollees  are  not  required  to  become 
members  of  the  civil  defense  organization.
